The 
good part is that they are easier to work as there is less competition. 


I noticed a recent bulletin from the experts at NOAA. They are predicting now that Cy- 
cle 24 will peak in May of 2013 with 90 sunspots per day. If that is true then Cycle 24 
will turn out to be the weakest since Cycle 16. Diehard DXers will prevail none the less. 


There have certainly been a few crazy prefixes on the bands lately. How about 
3Z11EQSLCC ? It is a Polish commemoration of the 11" anniversary of eQSL.
